• Lord "Ronald (lower's mother, the 
Duchess of Sutherland, was for many 
years Mistress of the Robes at Her 
Majesty's Court, and Queen Victoria 
seems to have had a special attach- 
ment for her. She was with the 
Queen when the Prince Consort died. 
The Duchess of Sunderland presented 
the Queen with a Bible subscribed for 
by the widows of England to Her 
Majesty. On its receipt the Queen 
wrote the following letter from Wind- 
sor Castle: 

December 19, 18G2. j 
My Dearest Duchess, — 1 am deep- 
ly touched by the gift of a Bible from , 
many widows and by the very kind | 
and affectionate address which accom- 
panied it and which you read to me. 
Pray express to all these kind sister 
widows the deep and heartfelt grati- 
tude of their widowed Queen, who can 
never feel grateful enough for the uni- 
versal sympathy she has received and 
continues to receive from her loyal and 
devoted subjects; but what she values 
more is their appreciation of her adored 
and perfect husband, to whom she and 
the country owe everything. Toher 
the only sort of consolation she ex 
perienees is the constant sense of his 
unseen presence, and the blessed 
thought of that eternal union hereaf- 
ter which will make the bitter anguish 
of the presenl appear as naught. That 
our Heavenly Lather may impart to 
many widows. those sources of consola- 
tion and support is their broken-heart- 
ed Queen's earnest prayer. The Bible 
itself is very handsome as well as the 
reading desk, and both with the ad- 
dress and signatures will ever be kept 
by the Queen and tier children as the 
marked and tender sympathy of her 
subjects.

The ex Empres.- of the French was 
among Lord Ronald < lower's friends. 
He visited her at Obislehurst, and, du- 
ring a two hours' conversation, she dos- 
cribed the hurried flight through the 
palace and the galleries of the Louvre, 
followed by only two or three attend 
ants; the respect by the guardians of 
the gallerie.sjV.lio received her and their 
emotion tU seeing her almost a desert- 
ed fugitive -im the palace in which she 
had so lately been the idol; of her 
great danger ; of being recognized while 
alone with Mine. Le Bretton in the 
Rue tie Rivoli, where for hours l lies- 
had to remain, the street being blocked 
with the niob; of another terribly long 
period of suspense when, at some 
station near Paris, her only safety and 
protection while waiting hours for a 
train was a newspaper, which saved 
her from recognition and probable 
death. She said that such a death as 
that had no terrors for her which, 
if she could have remained and faced 
the dangers in the palace, she would 
not feel. Indeed it makes one shud 
tier to think what would have happen- 
ed had that mob guessed who one of 
the two ladies in black was in the cab 
■ in the roaring street; that bright Sep- 
tember day. '• •

' iSGl. He was followed through the 
streets by an immense concourse of peo 
}\J pie, and it was with difficulty he got iu- 
to the house without being crushed. 
He was very lame from the Aspromon 
to wound. He wore a soft, large 8 high 
hat and a grey overcoat, lined with 
red clot)); his famous, but tiot his only, 
as ill-natured -people said of the article 
lot appareT^retT flannel shirt, with an 
immense black tie around his neck.

ford House. He rose at five and soon 
after six his 'rooms were; already 
thronged by his friends. .

Mr. Gladstone was also among the 
I most frequent vistitors at Stafford 
j House, ami Lord Ronald (lower visit 
| ed him at Hawarden Park. The cas- 
tle he describes as "a pretentious mod 
dern Gothic building." The day of his 
visit Mr. Gladstone was in his 
study surrounded by books. He wel 
coined his visitors with great cordial 
ity, although at t he time he was excit- 
ed regarding Lord Carnarvon's speech 
on the Eastern question. "His study 

is overcrowded with books. Here 
la- show ed us I lie box made of i an ed 
bog oak that) hail been preseute I to 
him on his late visit to Dublin; also a 
tray, on which lay piled a fool high 
a vast heap of printed cuttings from 
newspapers; manv of these full of a- 
buse. "1 never read them, he .said, 
laughing. Lord Ronald (lower had 
the pleasure of entertaining .Mr. Iliad 
stone at his little house at Windsor 
The Premier overflowed with amiabil 
ity and praised his host's bri. a brae 
and paintings. 

DISH A I.I.I. 

With Disraeli Lord Ronald Gower 
seems to haw been on terms of spec- 
ial intimacy. Tie. visited the Premier 
frequently, once at I lughenden, in 
company with Sir William Harcourt. 
They went down together and found 
a brougham awaiting them ai high 
Wycombe Station, ami after a drive 
of about a mile, passing thiough the 
town of Wycombe, they reached the 
lodge of Hughenden. Here were a 
pretty pair of French wrought iron 
gates, of which Lady Heaconstield was 
not a little proud. This road after 
passing the lodge up to the house for 
about half a mile, was very sleep, the 
house being on the lop of quite a res 
pectably sized hill. Passing through 
a small Gothic entrance and corridor, 
in which was a bust of Mr. Disraeli 
when apparently about twenty, they 
were shown into the library, where 
their host received them. :'llc was 
dressed," says Lord Ronald Gower, "in 
a double breasted tail-less jacket thai 
made him look quite boyish." 

LADY UKAC0NSKIKL1). 
"(In coming down to the library be- 
fore dinner 1 found .Mr. Disraeli and 
Lady Beaconstield, the poor old lady 
sadly altered in looks since London — J 
death written on her face— but, as 
usual, gorgeously dressed- The only 1 
other guests beside W. II. and myself' 
were Lord and Lady John Manners. 
At dinner I sat next to Lady Beacons- 
field. Mr. Disraeli was evidently very 
about her, and, although occasion/illy j 
Hashing out into conversation with all 
his curious play of arms and shrug 
gillg of the shoulders, he was evidently 
much depressed at her state. His at- 
tention to her was quite touching, ami i 
'Marv Ann.' as he sometimes called 
her, was constantly .'appealed to. We 
did not sit. long over our wine after j 
the ladies had left. Mr. Disraeli was j 
proud of his wine, which was above 
the average. The drawing room was 
a gaudy apartment, very lofty, and the 
wall all green paper, dotted with Hour t 
de Ivs and adorned with large panell- 
ed brown wood- or composition— 
frames which are the only relief to 
this green wilderness of the wall. On 
asking my host why he hail not paint 
ings within these frames, especially in 
the one above the fireplace, '1 had in- 
tended,' he answered, 'her picture 
(Lady Beaconslield's) to in- put here, 
but she has never sat for her portrait 
except to Ross for a miniature, but 
some day I shall have that copied lite 
si/.e and placed in that frame.' Ow 
ing to an earl) service in church next 
Sunday morning we breakfasted at 
half-past nine. Asking Mr. Disraeli 
last night at what hour this meal took 
place, he said that when he ami his 
wife were alone' they had no breakfast. 
1 believe be has a very liglii reflection 
about nine and a lunclieon.it twelve. 

* * In the evening Mr. Disraeli 
talked to me very despondinglv about 
his wife's state of health. "She suf 
fers," he 'groaned, "so dreadfully at 
times. We have been married thiru 
three years, and she has never given 
me a dull moment." It was quite 
touching to see his distress. His fan- 
generally SO motionless, was filled with 
a look of suiFeriiiL' and woe that noth 
ing but the sorrow of her he so truly 
loved could cause on that impassive 
countenance.'' 

Of Mrs. Langtry Lord Ronald (low 
er says: "At Frank Miles' studio I 
met a Mrs. Langtry, it*v Le Breton, 
who hails from Jersey. She is certain- 
ly a very lovely woman, and Frank is 
quite in ecstacies about her and declares 1 
that he with his pencil and his friend \ 
Oscar Wilde with his pen wil' make 
her the Jocunde and the Laura of this j 
century." , . , 

SARAH RI'.flNUAKDT. 

His young lordship called on Sarah ! 
Bernhardt at her house on the Rue 
Fortuny. He described the -house as a 
"marvel of artistic arrangement. The 
half sitting room, half studio is quite a 
sight, full of precious stuffs, pictures, 
tapestries and statues." They visited 
the Salon together one morning, where 
Sarah, although plainly attired, attract- 
ed as much attention as .a professional 
beauty in an English gallery. They 
visited together the studio of Alfred 
Stevens, and then returned to Sarah's 
hoiiRe'ttr htnoh. "'Even Sarah requir 



ed food, and the pleasauLest part of 
that day was when, before a well 
spread table, with Sarah seated at the 
head of it in a high-backed chair, 
where sin- looked like a living page 
out of some romance, we did justice to 
her cook'.-, viands, and to Sarah's re 
markablc cellar.

THE "OENEfiAL M^jft'O^IiUB. 
HIS II. 



Tho aeiiBible and business portion of 
the community have no doubt made up 
their minds, if thoy ever gave the matter a 
serious thought, that another general 
election ia about the last thing requirod 
by this province at the, -present moment. 
The want of the hour ia a brisk business 
season undisturbed by any nonsense of 
that sort. A proposition which has for its 
object the entertainment of a few used-up 
politicians and agitators who aru great in 
promoting little excitenionts which, only 
disturb the community without even 
benefitting themselves is the last thing to 
be thought of. The term used-up poli- 
ticians is used advisedly; they are men 
who have been deliberately tried by the 
people thomselves and found wanting, and 
if thoy wero tried a hundred times more 
they would fail from natural causes. Thoy 
are great on public meetings; they can 
frame resolutions of hucIi extreme pro- 
lixity that no man can understand them. 
Thnt is the end of them, — no, we forgot 
their speeches, which remind one of Mr. 
Pecksniffs horse, as an animal of great 
promise and small performance. It ia 
ilitlicult to argue on an absurdity; ttie 
elections are just over; and elections are 
only a moans to an end; but in excess, 
there is no money in them to the com- 
munity at largo but rather a dead loss. 
Nevertheless, questions affecting the pub- 
lic welfare have to be fought out, but the 
end ia never promoted by overdoing the 
business, and it is fur better to mind the 
shop. If the members of the house delil) 
erately elected were to be sent hack to the 
people on every question rising above the 
importance of a private bill it would be 
cheaper to govern the country by mass 
meetings at once and about equally as 
satisfactory. If a recently elocted gov- 
ernment, possibly through an over-anxiety 
to attain their object in a manner moro 
satisfactory to the province, momentarily 
fail in their endeavors, the mishap is not 
irredeemable. In the present case it ia 
one which will be remedied in a com- 
paratively short period, probably without 
any necessity for an extra session, but 
thero is cortainly no cause for sending the 
house to the country except the motive 
be to waste the public time and money 
without any tangible benefit and afford 
the used-up politicians a chance to spread 
themselves. If the late government had 
not wasted time by clinging so tenaciously 
to office after it was apparent that they 
were not wanted, their successors might 
have been able early in the winter to 
settle the question with which they were 
driven to the extreme verge of the ses- 
sion, not through their own want of des- 
patch, but by the delays of their prede- 
cessors. Even take the matter at its 
worst — if the government did not achieve 
succpssthey deserved it, while their pre- 
decessors attempted nothing except mak- 
ing it more difficult for those who suc- 
ceeded them to attempt anything. Even 
if there was a general election to-morrow 
it would be far better that men should be 
elected who would act, even at the risk of 
blundering, than those who would sit 
with folded hands with neither capacity 
nor courage beyond the range of routine 
business. A political blunder ia a safe 
thing in comparison with political inan- 
ition, as one sounds its own alarm and 
may bo corrected, while the other settles 
like a deadly pall on the country and 
stagnates and rots everything until men 
begin to gasp for breath in the heavy 
atmosphere around them. Not that we 
admit that the present government have 
blundered. If we come down to the bare 
facts of the case the real difficulty was 
caused by the want of time. In import- 
ant and delicate negotiations conducted 
in cipher, and a somewhat complex 
ciphor at that, such tilings often occur 
and thoy will doubtless occur again with 
similar disappointing results when time 
will not admit of their correction. It 
must bo recollected that the members had 
attended with patience and diligence 
through the longest sossion the province 
has over seen, and they had done this at a 
season when great personal sacrifices were 
involved. Even had it been known that 
their prosonce was still further required 
for a week or two longer for the Bnal rati- 
fication of the agreement with the Domin- 
ion government it would have been a 
great hardship to have requirod it at their 
hands. There can be no apology offered 
for the government where none is re- 
quired, and thoy may be safely left to the 
impartial verdict of the thinking people 
of the province. Still it is not difficult to 
imagine what a pleasing prospect a general 
election would afford to some. The 
inorry groups of candidates who were de- 
feated at the last olection, tho politically 
blind, halt and lame, would crowd into the 
arena, throw away their crutches and 
fight their battles o'er again — in fact 
uevor admit they had been beaten, but 
that it was all an ugly dream. And what 
prizes'! §5000 moro to the late missionary 
to England, who failed even to convert 
his own countrymen, much less the wary 
occupants of Downing street. Then there 
would bo snug things for "Me and li," 
not to mention "pap" for "the organ." 
Everybody would feel at home again, and 
sink into the same old chairs as if thoy 
had never left them. No doubt a general 
election would be delightful; the drydock 
could bo started again by day's work and 
poBsibly money borrowed to complete it, 
and the Dominion government would 
either have to givo a fabulous price or go 
without it. As the lato government have 
already built the Island railway several 
times that groat work would require no 
furthor attention. All that would re- 
main to bo done would be to provide a 
surplus, and thut might be done after the 
old fashion by judiciously cutting down 
repairs to public works and forgetting to 
pay obligations when they were due. 



Religious Nows- 

Heathen presses are active all over 
India. At Lucknow are 'JU publishing 
houses sending forth Hindu and Moham- 
medan books, one of these running 80 
presses and employing 70O hands, and 
from this one house wero issued 00,000 
copies of the koran and 80,000 of tho 
Hindu religious books yearly. 

In reference to tho proposed pilgrimage 
of Kessub Chunder Sen, the leader of 
the Brahmo-Somaj , around the world, the 
Indian IVitness wisely saya: "We sincere- 
ly hope that Christians may so far pro- 
serve their self-respect as not to make 
feeble attempts, as was done during his 
visit to England, to interpret his words 
in favor of their religion, and put both 
him and themselves in a false position. 
Ho can do much good by his visit, and 
will do no harm, if unwise people do not 
do it for him. 

At the recent missionary conference in 
India, one of the speakers was a native 
Hindoo, a Mr. K. C. Bannerjil, who is 
evidently a man of talents and distinc- 
tion. He is a pleader in the high court 
at Calcutta. His speech was the feature 
of the conference — "equal," it was re- 
marked, "to all the rest put together." 
A correspondent of the Independent from 
India makes a striking statement as to 
the character of his discourse before con- 
ference. "His plea was," wo are told, 
"that it is a mistake to treat these educated 
Hindoos as a higher class, needing meth- 
ods of approach through logic and philos- 
ophy, because that simply made them 
feel proud, and desire to meet such ap- 
proach with their own logic and philos- 
ophy; whereas he (Baitnei jil) would treat 
them as sinners, like any other men, and 
take them the simple gospel. 

Mr. Fay, a missionary of the American 
board to the west coast of Africa, says: 
"I am more drawn toward tho natives 
than I am toward the exponents of the 
so-called 'civilization' of this west coast. 
Far better the pure heathenism of Bail- 
unda than this civilisation. I doubt not 
it will be more tolerable for tho Bailun- 
dus in the day of judgment than for those 
who trade with and look upon them us 
brutes. To me now thu tone given to 
the word heathen in many of our homo 
prayer meetings would bo utterly offen- 
sive, and I think tho tone would bo 
changed and a new meaning be put into 
tho word, or a now word be used in their 
prayers, if our Christian people could see 
the bright, intelligent faces of many of 
these people. They are many of them 
full of vice, but we have far more oli'en- 
sive specimens of vice in our own land. 
I T do not say this with tho thought that 
I they do not need our prayers and work, 
I but with the hope that this very fact may 
make us more earnest in our prayers, and 
I may work for their best good before they 
I lapse still furthor into vice."

Soldiers 
have been summoned to quell the distur- 
bances. 

— A dispatch from Ton- 
quin, dated June 12th, states that Gen. 
Bouel, tho French commander, in fortify- 
ing Hanoi, Nawdon and Hayphonge. 
Operations wull not bogm until the troops 
are completely organized. 

RoMB, .Juno 22. —A protest was recent- 
ly sent by the Pope to President Gruvy 
regarding church matters in France. In 
a candid, amicable and firm tone His 
Holiness points to the painful position of 
the church in France because of tho policy 
of the Republic during the last few years 
He says laws hostile to the church are 
now being prepared. The Pope's pacific 
assurances to France at various times 
really signify a dosiro to avoid a painful 
conflict which would bo equally as dis- 
astrous a breach to tho church as to tho 
State. President Grovy will use his in- 
fluence to prevent such conflicts. 

London, June 22. — The "Sportsman" 
says that P. Lorillard's horses Iroquois, 
Aranaza and Parthenia will return to Am- 
erica shortly, where Iroquia will run in 
several races and then go in stud.

— At tho great trial 
at Myregahazza, Hungary, of a number 
of Jews accused of having murdered a 
Christian girl at Tiozao/.lar, to uso her 
blood to mix with thoir passover bread, 
tho sister of the girl alleged to have boon 
murdered testified that she spoke to her 
sister on the afternoon the murder is said 
to have occurred, while on the othoi 
hand the principal witness for the prose- 
cution, a Jewish boy named Moritz 
Scharf, sworo that he v*w the murdor 
committed in the synagogue before tho 
midday meal was partaken of. Tho trial 
is causing extraordinary excitement. 
Christians in the vicinity are intensely 
hostile to the accused, to the Jews who 
attend tho trial and to tho Jewish coun- 
sel for tho dofenso whon they rise to 
speak. The fathor of the boy Scharf is 
one of tho prisoners chargod with the 
crime. The boy, though not legally coin- 
pollod to testify against his fathor, elect- 
od to do so. He tells his story with great 
coolness, but refused his father's roquest 
to speak in his native German, and the 
elder Scharf declares the boy would not 
dare to toll a lie in that tonguo. The 
prisoners spat at and cursed the witnesses 
against them. It has beon «licited in tho 
course of the trial that tho boy Schnrf in- 
tends to become a Christian, that he had 
beon told by a Catholic priest about tho 
alloged uso of Christian blood in making 
passover broad, and that ho had been 
throatonod by tho police prior to opening 
the examination.

An Explanation of the Allogol 
""Whlto Slavery" Case 

Watford, Out., June 8. — The publica- 
tion of fhe charge against Mr. Isaac An- 
nett that he forcibly detained a young girl 
as servant in his house and that he used 
her with the greatest cruelty, caused the 
greatest excitement here, a3 it seems to 
have done in other parts of tho country. 
Mr. Annett denies all the charges. He 
said tha girl had been as well treated as 
though she had been his own daughter, 
and had nevor beon abused in any way. 
It was truo that sho worked outside, but 
sho was never imposed upon. She did 
what she did willingly and without com- 
plaint. The statements made in the pa- 
pers wero many of them untrue. For 
roasons which he could give she was pre- 
vented from mixing with neighbors or 
going out in public, but she vv«» well 
clothed and fed. She was never asked to 
do any work which was not suitable for 
hor age and sex. It was at her own sug- 
gestion that she cut the briars referred to 
and if she did not wear hat or shoes when 
at tho work she certainly had them in the 
field to wear if she wanted to. She did 
load manure, but this she also did of her 
own free will in preference to doing house 
work, and sho was as able as he or any 
man he ever had. She never ploughed a 
foot in hor life. It was his w ife and the 
hired man— John Robinson —that went to 
Horn's and took her away, but Mrs. An- 
nett positively denies taking her by the 
hair, only by the arm, and Robinson says 
ho did not kick her, but did push her 
with his knee, to make her get into the 
buggy. She pulled the robe over horown 
head when in the buggy to hide herself. 
When she was brought home he decided 
she should not stay any longer, and with 
his wife thoy drove to Thedford, taking 
the girl along and her clothes, purchased 
a ticket for her to Point Edward, where 
thoy supposed her mother lived, gave hor 
two dollars in cash and sont hor ofl'oir the 
train. He did not know at the time that 
there was any stir or indignation amongst 
hif neighbors over the matter, or he would 
not have sent hor away. He explained 
that tho girl wis twenty years of age, that 
her mother was his wife's sistor and her 
father had been killed in the American 
war. Mr. Annett claims to havo taken 
the girl into tiis house out of charity. She 
was an exceedingly "hard case," having 
a perfect mania for deceit, and for breed- 
ing trouble botwoon friends. On this ac- 
count she had to be watched very closely, 
and never allowed to seo any of tho neigh 
bors. She preferred rough outside work 
and dressed by preference in old shabby 
garments. She ran away toavoida whip- 
ping which Mrs. Annett had throatonod 
to give her.
